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Cyprus Deadlock 


F one country is more ro« 
sponsible than any other 
for the deadlock {in tha 
tripartite. talks in London 
on the future of Cyprus, it 
is Greece. By ita stubborn 
Insistence on its own de- 
mand - for “self-determina- 
tion’ for the Colony and. its 
refusal to make allowance 
for elther Turkish or British 
views, it has condemned the 
conference to failure, 

The conclusion id ineseapabte 
that Greece is capitalixing 
on popular ferment agninst 
“colonialism” to press its 
views. The Enosis movement 
in Cyprus lends convenient 
emphasise to the demand, 
This dots not however — ea- 
tablish the validity of | its 
claim. The faland has known 
the control of many masters. 
At different times in its 
history it has been ruled by 
Egypt, Greece, Persia, 
Rome; Byzantium, Arabia, 
England, Venice, and Tur- 
key before’ it was finally 
annexed to Britain at_ the 
outbreak oof war with Tur- 
key in 1914. 

Each occupying power has 
left: traces of its civilisation 
in varying degrees. Greek 
cultural influence undoubt- 

-edly remains strong in the 

. island, but though Athens 
claims that four-fifths of 
the population is of Hellenic 
origin, this ‘ig not the 
principle by which Britain 
ean be guided in determin- 
ing the future status df its 
Colonies. Greece muat surely 
realine this. 
ELF-GOVERNMENT fs one 
thing, “Self-determination” 
something entirely different. 
Ther’ is also no indication 
of how strong or how po- 
pular the Enosis movement 
js and it is Inconcelvable 
that Britain should: succumb 
to what muy really be only 

_ the threats of a small but 
powerful band of hothends. 

‘Athens seems to have aver- 
looked the large minority of 
Turks who make up about 
one-fifth of- the island's 
populition and the diverse 
cultures which have flour- 
ished under British admini- 
stration. The recent riots in 
Istanbul and Smyrna should 
have brought these facts 
home vividly to the Greeks. 

Britain has also many obliga- 
tions in the Middle East 
which it cannot casually 
abandon simply to appease 
the ambitions of either 
Archbishop Makarios or Mr 
Stephanopoulos, The’ island 
hos a definite strategic im- 
portance to Britain and~ to 
NATO of which Greece, 
Britain and. Turkey ure 
members. 

This is the Government's main 
reason for insisting on the 
continuation of British 
sovereignty and “Mr Mac- 
millan cannot be expected 
to do more than to permit 
the modifications .to the 
island's constitution — that 
he has already announced. 
It is, of course, a reason- 
able demand that in the new 
legislature, all national 
elements should be fairly 
represented, ‘ 

Finally, Greece should  re- 
alise that its rigid uncom- 
promising attitude is caus- 
ing sorlous stresses in the

a joke nor an April Fool trick.

| hour, home-made bombs had 
exploded in several Cyprus 
towns at the same time, caus- 
ing damage to a number of 
public buildings and military 
establishments. “ A flutter of 
seditidus leaflets trailed, the 
smoke and dust of the explod- 
ing. missiles, 

KA had arriyed — and 
brought with it a now phase In 
the Cypriot Grecks’ (76-year- 
old campaign for Enosis—a 
phase of violence and terrorism. 


‘Who Is Leader? 


Much has come to Ught since 
{hen about EOKA's methods. 
bombs and. tactics, through a 
grim recital of outrages, ¢x- 
plosions and attacks on British 
homes and policemen. | 

But who 
Who und how many are its 
members? How and when were 
they trained and organised? 
Where Is EOKA'’s Headquarters? 
These questions remnin = un- 
finswered. - 


Indeed, the secret of EOKA 
js one of the most remarkable’ 
fncts associated with this under- 

round movement. Few secrets, 

any, ore well kept in tiny 
Cyprus, 


It is generally believed how- 
ever, that EOKA's unknown 
chief, “who ° signs himself 
“Dighenis” on all the move- 
ment's leaflets, does not exist 
a such. 


Some say that leadership of 
the movement Is vested in a 
“Big Three,” one of whom | is 
chief of policy and strategy, the 
second 1s chief of operntions 
and the third chief of training. 

There hes been, no direct 
evidence to suggest that Greece 
oMciaHy, but secrotly, supports 
EOKA in Cyprus, although the 
State-controlled Athens radio 
has often been quoted as* having 
praised EOKA’s outrages.
